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Conscription and Training. | 
the Coalition's critics have raised once |

Radicals and “ pacificists” are at once | 
fools and ingrates. While our magnificent 
Army of conscripts stands on German soil 
they have forgotten that it helped to save 
the Empire from German despotism. They 
are so blind to facts, they hate so much 
the very notion of service and discipline, 
that they are ready to leave their country 
as naked against its enemies in the future 
as 16 was at the beginning of 1914 Sir 
John Simon said yesterday that his party 
remains hostile to " compulsory military 
service in.any form whatever,” and that. 
“whatever other countries may do,” Eng 
land must abolish conscription, Even if 
the Peace Conference fails to disperse the 
great conscript armies of Europe, the 
Liberal Party will insist that another Haig | 
shall not command millions of British | 
soldiers in the next fight for the freedom 
and honour of the British peoples. The 
Prime Minister gave the right answer to 
this preposterous claim in his speech at 
Bristol yesterday. Conscription per se is 
not an agreeable institution. [It is a 
restraint on personal liberty; it removes 
men from industry, and it puts a heavy 
tax on the nation, The Coalition. if it 
wins the elections, has not the slightest 
intention of renewing the Military Service 
Acts. Conscription, however, was a neces- 
sary evil in 1916, and may be a necessary 
evil in the future: we can afford to take 
no risks with the destinies of the Empire. 
If the coming settlement of the world’s 
affairs makes war impossible, conscription 
will be unnecessary for ever, and we shal! 


abandon it with a sigh of relief, If. on 
the other hand, the settlement leaves any- 
thing to chance or to the designs of 
spiritaal wickedness in high places, the 
weapon of compulsory military) service 
will be kept in our armoury, sheathed, but 
ready. Sir John Simon says: “No con- 
scription, whatever other couniries may 
do.” Mr, Lioyd George says: “On the 
contrary, our attitude to conscription must 
depend altogether on the attitnde of other 
countries.” The Peace Conference will 
decide the question. If it abolishes war. 
England will abolish conscription, [TH it 
allows mighty armies to persist in Europe, 
England will hold fast to her second line 
of defence. :

Berlin is the Jast place 
in Europe which is likely to be well-in- 


| formed of the Allies’ intentions in this or 


y other matter. The report, as our 
London Correspondent remarks, should be 
treated with reserve. It is probable that 
it originated in the imagination of the 
Berlin Provisional Government, and was 
circulated with the object of influencing 
German public opinion in favour of that 
body. The Allied Governments are not at 
all likely to have made the demand which 
Is attributed to them. The Soldiers’ 
Councils, or at least those of them which 
represent the troops hitherto on active 
service, are, indeed, at present an element 
of stability in the German politecal situa- 
tion, In general terms, of course, the re- 
port does represent the attitude of the 
Allied Governments. They cannot fulfil their 
undertaking to provision Germany unless 
a Government exists which can guarantee 
orderly distribution, It is obvious, also, 
that they may be put to the necessity of 
occupying further German territory in 
order to enforce the terms of peace in 
default of a responsible Government 
capable of executing those terms. W hether, 
or when, such a Government 
evolved from the existing disorder in Ger- 
many remains doubtfal. The nominal 
Government under Herr Ebert is in a pre- 
carious position. It rests avowedly on a 
purely Socialist basis. Socialist opinion 
is divided into three factions. The 
Majority Socialists fully support the 
Government, and desire te mark time 
pending the summoning of the (on- 
stituent Assembly. The same attitude is 
adopted by the Soldiers’ Councils of the 
active service troops; but it has to be re. 
membered that these troops are the sole 
section of the whole nation which has been 
well fed, and their attitude on dispersal 
into the hungry interior is another ques- 
tion. The Minority Socialists, who control 
the Workmen's and Soldiers’ Councils in 
Berlin and the garrison towns, are luke- 
warm towards the Constituent Assembly 
until the revolution has been invested with 
& firmly Socialist tendency. Finally, the 
Spartacus group, under Herr Liebknecht, 
stands for pure Bolshevism and the 
armed “dictatorship of the proletariat.’
